SUBJECT: TOP HOODLUM PROGRAM - ANTI-RACKETEERING 


Reference is made to Bureau letter dated November 26, 
1957, concerning the meeting of hoodlums at Apalachin, New York. 

Effective immediately, every office having top hoodlum 
files v/ill open an active investigation on each top hoodlum. The 
individuals to be investigated will also specifically include all 
of those in attendance at the Apalachin, New York, meeting, the 
identities of whom have previously been made available to the 
responsible offices. The caption of the case will include the 
top hoodlum's name and aliases and the character will be Anti- 
Racketeering. The office opening the investigation will be origin 
as to that case and will designate two copies of each investigative 
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Letter to New York 

Re: TOP HOODLUM PROGRAM - ANTI-RACKETEERING 


report for the Bureau, two copies to the New York Office, two 
copies to each office having investigative leads, and one copy 
under existing Bureau rules for any office to which the report 
is sent for information purposes. The reason for the latter 
designation should be set forth in the prescribed manner. Within 
two days of the receipt of this communication, each office will 
submit a letter to the Bureau, with copies for New York, identify- 
ing each investigative case opened, showing the complete title, 
including aliases, together with the character, the date of birth 
and the last known address. Should any office wish to add to or 
delete from the current list of top hoodlums because of recently 
changed conditions, the said letter should explain the additions 
or deletions and the reasons therefor. The initial report in 
each case will be submitted no later than 30 days from the date 
of this communication. 

FORMAT OF THE INVESTIGATIVE REPORT 

Each investigative report will contain the following 

captions : 

(A) Personal History and Background 

This should include the date of birth, education, 
employment , marital status (including date and place of marriage 
or marriages and maiden name of wife and of former wives), residences 
and close relatives, particularly any relatives closely associated 
with him in his reported activities. Concerning persons of foreign 
birth, the date and place of birth and citizenship must be 
specifically established through available recorded data. 

(B) Criminal Record 

Although the subject may have an FBI identification 
record, it will be necessary to obtain the complete disposition of 
each known arrest and to examine the court records pertaining to 
the specific arrest. For example, while the initial arrest may 
have been for a major felony offense, the conviction may reflect 
a reduced charge. An examination of the court records may reveal 
information concerning other persons who v/ere not prosecuted. 

Police records may also reveal pertinent information. 

In each instance of incarceration, the prison records 
should be thoroughly reviewed for pertinent information. Parole 
and probation records should receive similar attention. 

The attorney of record in connection with each arrest 
and conviction should be ascertained and indications of close 
association should be fully explored. 
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(C) Associates 


Since each top hoodlum undoubtedly has subordinates 
carrying on legal and illegal operations under his direction, it 
will be necessary to fully identify and describe the activities 
of these persons. A proper knowledge of the associates will permit 
ascertainment of his current activities and will indicate the best 
method of infiltrating his organization. 


The subject of this investigation will be known to associate 
with other top hoodlums, both within your division and in other 
sections of the U.- S. The nature of this association must be fully 
investigated and reported. 


(D) Criminal Activities 


Many of these hoodlums, over the years, will have been 
engaged in a variety of legitimate and illegitimate activities. 

Under this caption, there should be set forth the complete back- 
ground history of his prior criminal activities, as well as his 
current criminal activities, appropriately broken down into sub- 
captions; for example, prostitution; narcotics; gambling (sub- 
divided as to bookmaking, lotteries, basketball and football pools, 
coin operated gambling devices, dice games, card games, roulette, 
horse racing, etc.); illegal union activities; illicit alcohol; 
fencing of merchandise, including that moving in interstate commerce; 
hi-jacking; interstate transportation of stolen property violations; 
fraud against the government violations, etc. The above list 
is not restrictive and can include other subcaptions as developed 
by investigation. 


(E) Legitimate Enterprises 


Much of the money secured through illegal operations is 
funneled by the hoodlum into ostensibly legitimate enterprises. 

It is exceedingly important to be able to trace the movement of 
this money from the illegal enterprise into the so-called legitimate 
enterprise. Therefore, complete information should be developed 
concerning the identities of these operations, such as dress 
manufacturing, trucking, liquor, hotels, non-alcoholic beverages, 
etc. Each enterprise shall be the subject of a separate subcaption, 
giving complete details concerning the identity of the fronts 
operating this enterprise and the extent of its operation. All 
available public records concerning the enterprise should be 
examined. 




The initial movement into the legitimate field may have 
been accomplished by intimidation, threats, extortion, or by misuse 
of union activities, as well as by legally purchasing an interest

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(I) Physical Descriptions and Photographs 

Physical descriptions must be complete. A recent 
photograph and descriptive information should be obtained and 
forwarded to the New York Office. The New York Office will 
prepare a top hoodlum mug file which will contain the photographs 
of all persons under investigation in this program. Appropriate 
dissemination of the photographs will be made to each division 
by the New York Office so that each division will have the 
photographs of all hoodlums involved. 

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS 

Undeveloped leads should be set out in accordance with 
existing regulations in each investigative case pending in this 
program . 

A separate case file will be opened on each violation 
within the Bureau’s jurisdiction developed during the course of 
your investigation and such investigation will be conducted indepen- 
dent of this program. 

With reference to new information developed which is 
of interest to other agencies not within our investigative 
jurisdiction, both local and Federal, you should prepare in 
memorandum form to be submitted to the Bureau for review 
material which you desire to transmit to those agencies. An 
original and copy of such blank memorandum should be submitted. 

If approved, the copy will be returned to your office marked, 
’’approved for transmittal to interested agency.” Upon receipt of 
Bureau approval, you will prepare a letter of transmittal forward- 
ing such information to the interested agency. 

Investigative reports under the Top. Hoodlum Program will 
not be disseminated. In view of this the instructions contained 
in SAC Letter No. 57-39 (I) 7/2/57, providing that information 
from criminal informants should not be set out in investigative 
reports, will not be applicable. Therefore, pertinent information 
from criminal informants should be set forth in the body of the 
report with use of T symbols. An informant sheet, as the last page 
of copies of the report designated for the Bureau, should identify 
the informants. This exception does not apply to a case opened 
to investigate a specific substantive violation discovered • 
during the course of the main top hoodlum investigation. 
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SUMMARY INVESTIGATIVE REPORTS 


Within forty days from the receipt of this communication, 
each field office, having more than one top hoodlum, will submit a 

summary report captioned, ’’Activities of Top Hoodlums in the 

Field Division, Anti-Racketeering.’’ Copies will be designated as 
follows: 2 copies, origin (office submitting report); 2, Bureau; 

2, New York Division; 2 to each office to whom undeveloped leads 
have been directed. There will be no need to disseminate copies 
of these summaries to auxiliary offices for informational purposes 
since each office will subsequently receive a summary of the 
national situation to be prepared by the New York Office. 

The format of this summary will consist of criminal 
activities immediately subcaptioned as to the type of criminal 
activities in which the hoodlums in your division have engaged. 

For example, you will summarize the activities of all hoodlums 
individually reported on as to prostitution. Said summary is to 
reflect an analysis of such activities on the part of these hood- 
lums within the confines of your division. After summarizing all 
of the criminal activities, your next main caption will be, 
"Legitimate Enterprises." Similarly, summarize the activities 
of these hoodlums in their legitimate operational field, such as 
dress manufacturing, trucking, liquor, hotels, etc. It is intended 
that this report will be an analysis cf the activities of these 
hoodlums within your division. Each category shall commence on a 
separate page. 

An analysis of the information developed in your office 
may disclose possible connections of persons in your territory with 
individuals in other areas. In order to establish any such relations 
it will be necessary to set forth undeveloped leads on the basis of 
your summary report so that a full and complete picture can be 
obtained. You will set appropriate deadlines and follow auxiliary 
offices . 

The New York Division, after receipt of the appropriate 
data, will analyze the material and prepare a national summary. 

This national summary report, which is to be submitted to the Bureau 
within two weeks of the date set for submission of the summaries 
from offices having top hoodlum investigations, will contain a 
succinct summary on a nation-wide basis of the information developed 
in each of the categories herein described and will be furnished to 
all offices. Through this national summary, it is anticipated that 
there will be readily available an accurate resume of the activi- 
ties and tie-ins of hoodlums and also accurate data as to the 
existence and scope of operation of any so-called criminal 
syndicate, such as the Mafia. In instances where the national 
summary shows need for additional specific investigation in order 
to fully develop the ramifications of hoodlum activities and those 
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of any hoodlum-dominated organization, appropriate leads should 
be set forth by the New York Office. 

All undeveloped leads are to be given preferred and 
expeditious attention and it will be the responsibility of the 
office setting out the leads to insure that appropriate deadlines 
are set. All summary reports must contain a table of contents 
and an index of persons mentioned therein. 

In addition to the foregoing, the New York, Boston, 
Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, Miami, Newark, Chicago, Los Angeles, 
and Washington Field Divisions, as well as all offices having 
as subjects persons who attended the Apalachin, New York, meeting, 
are to submit to the Bureau a weekly airtel reflecting the progress 
of the investigation and any information of interest developed. 

These weekly airtels are to be submitted for six weeks, beginning 
December 9, 1957. Of course, all offices should submit any perti- 
nent information of particular interest or significance to the 
Bureau by whatever means of communication the circumstances dictate. 

The above instructions are furnished to you in order 
that you will be cognizant of our objectives in this program and 
so that the information developed will be submitted in a uniform 
manner. It is obvious that ingenuity, initiative, good judgment, 
and alertness will be necessary in order that this program will 
be effectively administered. It will be necessary to utilize 
personnel presently assigned to your office and immediate 
consideration should be given to the proper assignment in order 
to implement this program. Existing Bureau instructions must be 
fully complied with in the utilization of highly confidential 
sources or microphone surveillances. No request for technical 
coverage will be considered. In view of the type of individual 
involved in these investigations, each office should be fully 
apprised of the dangerous propensities of the subjects and this 
should be called to the attention of all agents investigating 
these cases and auxiliary offices in order that proper precautions 
can be taken. 

You must realize that the success of this program will 
depend to a large extent upon the ability of your office to 
obtain information from live informants. It will be incumbent 
upon you to make full utilization of existing informants and to 
be constantly alert both to the need and opportunity of developing 
new informants during the course of investigation. 

I cannot emphasize too strongly the fact that it is 
imperative the Bureau be in a position at the earliestf possible 
time to identify this criminal element, their illegal and legal 
activities, and to be fully cognizant of their complete activities,

the following information to the Banking Commissioner in explanation 
of the present status of Klein Lincoln -Mercury. 

in May of 


Harold Klein, Marvin Klein and 
1955 formed a corporation named Klein Line oln -Mercury , for the purpose 
of engaging in the business of selling new and used automobiles under 
a franchise issued by Ford Motor Company authorizing a dealership for 
Mercury, Lincoln and Continental automobiles. 

As early as 1936 the Motor Vehicle Department had issued 
a used car license to L. Klein ft Sons, sole proprietors, and such 
used oar business was operated by Harold Klein, his father, and 

The Motor Vehicle Department reissued such 


later 


license to the Klein family up to about 1902 or 1903, when the 
Kleins did not renew their application for a license due to the War 
years, and laok of cars. In 1946 the Motor Vehicle Department 
reissued a used car lioense to L. Klein ft Sons, or L. Klein Co., 
and suoh license was in effect until December of 1955. Ho application 
was made for renewal of this license in view of the fact that a license 
had been granted to Klein Lincoln-Mercury in May of 1955. 

Klein Lincoln-Mercury was organized with Harold Klein, 

~|and Marvin Klein being the stockholders and directors, 

as 


and with Harold as President, Marvin as Vice-President, and 


The company purchased parts and equipment from Monart 
Lincoln Sales in the sum of $28,000. The agenoy entered into a lease 
to rent a garage at 1051 E. Ogden Avenue at $1750.00 per month. The 
renovation of the garage which had been used as a parking garage for 
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busses, and never used as an automobile dealer establishment, had to 
be renovated , and such renovation, together with the purchase of 
certain 0©on signs, amounted to $15,000.00, 

The Klein Company entered into a lease to rent the property 
kitty -corner from the garage at $16q.00 a month. Such space was 
intended to b© the used car lot. The area of this lot was zoned to 
permit a dealer to operate a used car lot from these premises, and 
the City of Milwaukee Issued a permit to construct signs on the 
property. When Klein Lincoln -Mercury negotiated the lots at 1051 
East Ogden Avenue it was told by the owner that the heat would run 
about $200 a month. When the cold weather cam© in Bovember of 1955 
the heating ran to $700 a month. .. 

In June of 1955 Klein Lincoln-Mercury made application to 


the City of Milwaukee for a permit to operate a used car lot on the 
corner of Ogden and Humboldt, the property kitty -comer from the new 
car garage. Wfri lethe property was properly zoned to permit a used 
car permit certain residents in the neighborhood who held high 
positions on one of the local newspapers In town, went to the local 
alderman and stated they objected to having a used oar lot in the 
neighborhood . The entire neighborhood is occupied by taverns, small 
grocery stores and rooming houses, and since the Klein Company checked 
the zoning ordinances bedore entering into the leas®, it felt there 
would be no complications to getting a permit to sell used cars at 
this area, notwithstanding this .^position,- the influential man from 
the newspaper was able to prevail upon the alderman to disapprove such 
application. We have an unwritten rule in our Common Council that 
when the local alderman is opposed to certain activity in his 
ward the Council does not question it, and therefore the Klein 
Company's application for a used ear license kitty-corner from 1051 


East Oaden Avenue was denied . 


An automobile dealer can prosper only when he has an 
outlet for cars he takes In in trade. The Klein Company then 
entered into a lease for a piece of property approximately seven 
miles away from 1051 East Ogden on the corner of Santa Monica Boulevard 
and Hampton Avenue. Pram this point the Klein Company attempted to 
process its used cars .To surface the area with dust resistant material* 
to erect 9 igns* and the lights* the Klein Company expended $6*000.00. 
The particular lot at Hampton and Santa Monica* while it was an 
attractive* good looking lot* did not have the traffic necessary to 
prosper as a used car sales establishment. The Klein Company had 
another problem in having its used car lot seven miles away from its 
new car agency. For instance, a customer might come in to 
look at a Lincoln which we will say sells for $6*000 in round figures. 
After deliberating he might find that he wants a Lincoln but he finds 
$6*000 a little out of his reach. If the company had a used car lot 


adjacent to op nearby the salesman could take such a prospect next 
door or across the street and sell the customer an earlier model,- 
but the Klein Company under such circumstances would have to tell the 
prospect, $We have some nice 195^ or 1955 Lincolns at our used car lot. 
Wo ul d you care to drive up to it, seven miles away?" The customer 
reaction would be, "Well, yes, I will drop in there some time when 
I am in the neighborhood." The Klein Company lost many sales because 
of this situation. 

All during this time the Klein Company is selling its new 
cars and taking unused cars in trade. Because of its inadequate 
used car arrangement, the Klein Company was carrying an inventory of 
used cars running between $30,000 and $ 50 , 000 . _ 

Thinking that the Hampton Avenue outlet was not getting 
enough traffic, it was necessary to close that lot and open another 

outlet at about 21st Street and North Avenue, alon& A utomobile Row,"

and in an area where there was substantial foot traffic due to 
Sears Roebuck. This venture required the Klein Company to rent

the property for $300 ® month, and to buy out all the equipment of 
its predecessor. This also was an unfortunate and costly venture. 

Keeping In mind that the Klein Company went into business 
in May of 1955, approx lately six months after the new 1955’ s 
had been on the market, I believe the office of the Banking Commissioner 
will take _ judicial not ice of the fact that 1955 was a year in which 
the manufacturer suffered from over-production, and offered incentives

to its dealers to sell automobiles. This brought up, a situation where

dealers were selling new 1955'a in July, August and September, for a 
nominal fee above cost. Klein Lincoln-Mercury, coming into business 
at that time, was faced with the problem of getting the public 

l 

acquainted with a location that had never been used as an automobile 
agency before, and getting the public acquainted with a name new 



to the new car business, and found that competition which was 
selling oars at cost was an unsurmountable handicap. 

The Klein Company did business with the Home Savings Bank. 

At various times It had borrowed money from the Bank, putting up 
certain real estate as collateral. In one instance, a piece of 
property that had a market value of approximately $65,000,wae 
appraised by the Home Savings Bank for mortgage purposes at $47,000, 
was put up as collateral for a $20,000 loan The men running the 
Klein Company, while enjoying an excellent reputation In the community 
for their Integrity, were not by training or by instinct bankers 
It is true, when the Klein Company would sell an automobile for $5300, 
on which Home Savings Bank had a floor plan for roughly $4300, they 
would send a check for the amount due on the automobile to the Bank 
with the understanding, at least In the minds of the Klein Company, 
that such check would be oharged against a deposit! to be made within 
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two or three days. At all times the Klein Company and the individual

non who operated the Klein Company had sufficient security In the 
hands of the Home Savings Bank covering any and all checks left with 
the Bank. When the Klein Company might sell an automobile for, 
for example, $6,000 and take a car In trade for $3#Q00j» the Bank might 
have that floor plan for $4300. Such a used oar at the time of the 
trade-in, had a trade-in retail value of $2,495.00. Beoauee ©f the 
difficulty in selling its used cars, such oar might sit on the in- 
adequate used car lots for a period of two or three months. Bach 
month the "book" on such used car would depreciate, and it could get

to a point where the Klein Company had to “unload" its used cars at 
wholesale . During this interim the terrific overhead on operating 




the establishment, together with the manning of the various used, car 
outlets, became backbreaking. Notwithstanding the situation, each 






ount of the floor blah was 


delivered to the Home Savings Bank, with no Intentional fraud or 
misrepresentations, and such checks were redeemed with future deposits. 
It is true the number of checks in the hands of the iBank did increase 
faster than deposits were made to cover these checks, but all during 
this period the Home Savings Bank at all times had more than enough 
security to cover the entire indebtedness at the Bank. 

It is important to point out that during the entire operation 
of Klein Lincoln-Mere ury, Harold Klein, and Marvin Klein, each drew 
only $125.00 a week for living expenses. | drew $75.00 

a week,- later reduced that to $50.00 a week, and in about August or 

September of 1956, took nothing from Klein Lincoln -Merc ury as a salary.

early morning until nine o'clock at night keeping the organization 
going.

At the time that the Motor Vehicle Department refused to renew 
the license for Klein L inc o In -Me rc ury the business had accounts 
receivable in the sum of $12,000, and accounts payable in the sum of 
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$10,000, together with Mercury parts values at $25,000, and 
Lincoln parts valued at $10,000. A plan has been presented ^ 

to the Bank whleh. after liquidation, will shot an Indebtedness 
to the Bank of approximately $50,000. Such Indebtedness can be 
reduced to a nee note scoured by real estate, so that the Bank will

It Is the intention of Harold Klein to return to the 

scrap iron business and. liquidate the indebtedness at the Bank, 
which will be the sole creditor at the completion of the liquidation 
process.

1956. It is the desire of Marvin Klein to enter a small new car 
agency, such agency handling 12 to 20 cars per month, depending on

$250.00 a month, and the operation can be handled with four 
mechanics instead of the staff of twenty that has been used at the 
location of Klein Line 0 In -Me rc ary , 1051 East Ogden Avenue.

It was observed in the aforementioned check of records that 57 of the 
103 cars were still registered in the name of the previous individual 
owner, that is, the person who had traded the car in to the W, M. 
Heiser Co. This would indicate that the Louis Klein Co. had not sold 
the car, or had, upon junking the car, failed to report such action 
to the Motor Vehicle Department. Thirty-one of the titles in question 
had been turned in by the Louis Klein Co, marked ’’Junk”, Fourteen 
of the cars had been retitled in the names of other individual owners. 
The 14 retitled cars were then checked out to determine whether they 
were, in fact, the identical cars described in the title papers. It 
was found that this was the fact. This check was made on the theory 
that junk dealers who have car titles in their possession after they 
junk old or damaged vehicles may sell the titles to be used in connec- 
tion with stolen cars fitting the same general description, but with 
altered motor and serial numbers.

He advised 
that you have t© be voted into the organization in • order to 
become a member and a relative cannot recommend you for member- 
ship. He stated that once you are in the organization you are 
a member for life unless, kicked out for some reason.

that when members travel from one city to the Other they 
immediately contact members in the other city and Mil receive 
protection there. 

A. JOHN ALIOTO 

JOHN ALIOTO, according t© PCI, operates the tavern at Van 
Buren and East Michigan streets in Milwaukee and is head of the 
Milwaukee organization. ALIOTO receives orders from Chicago 
and also from PHIL VALLES’, who Is now in Milwaukee and is the 
Chicago organizati onal representativ e I n Milwaukee. He stated 
that JOHN ALIOTO 11 s I 1 and l I are not 

members of the organization but could be called upon by their 
father to handle any "business" of the organization. He stated 
that ALIOTO or one of his lieutenants has to be contacted by 
the hoodlum element working under the protection of the organiza- 
tion to OK any crimes they desire to commit. If ALIOTO or his 
lieutenants disapprove, .the ■crime Is not committed unless the 
hoodlums desire to take the consequences. 

B« FRANK BALXSTRIERX 

FRANK BALXSTRIERX is a lieutenant under ALIOTO. BALISTRXERI 
operates the boxing matches at the Arena. He fingers and OK's 
burglaries and robberies and fences stolen goods. PCI stated 
that he and his partners planned in 1956 to burglarize the 
safe at the Arena after a big sporting event as they had 
figured there would be approximately $30,000 in the job, PCI 
stated he contacted BALXSTRIERX through his brother, SAM 
BALISTRXERI and received orders from FRANK not to commit the 
burglary as FRANK operated in the Arena on the boxing shows and 
was afraid the police department would put too much heat on him. 
He stated that BALISTRXERI will not OK any crime if there is a 
chance of "heat" or because of friendship or business affixations 
of the person owning the business which is to be burglarized or 
robbed . 

£. HAROLD KLEIN 

HAROLD KLEIN is not a member of the organization but is a very 
"useful" individual to the organization and for this reason is

respected by the members . He stated that KLEIN "fingers" a 
great many burglaries and robberies in Milwaukee and when he

AUGUST MANIAC I s operator of the Club Midnite on North Avenue, 
is a member of the organization. His father, POP MANIACI, 
who runs the Canadian Club, was formerly the head man but 
retired from activity when he became elderly. He stated that 
MANIACI Is a gambler and bookmaker and handles fencing of stolen 
goods which he usually disposes of through his brother-in-law, 
name unknown, in Rockford, Illinois. 

E. VETO AIELLO 

VITO AIELLO, a member of the organization and a bartender, is 
generally believed to be the one who shot and killed JACK ENEA 
two or three years ago. AIELLO commits other crimes for the 
organization when directed but has not as yet been convicted 
of any crimes. 

F. JOHN AIELLO 

JOHN AIELLO is a member of the organization, brother of VITO, 
and also a bartender who handles any crimes delegated to him 
by the organization and is believed to have been involved In the 
killing of JACK ENEA.

PCI 
pointed out that the organization demands that its members 
have clean records. §© that the police department will not put 
the "heat" on them.

HICK GENTXLX Is not a member of the organization tout a representa- 
tive in ill repute at the present time and was on the organization 
list to toe shot tout this has not happened as yet. GENTILI used 
to toe the "fix man" between the police department and the organiza 
tion. PCI stated that he understands that GENTILI has been left 
alone toy the organization due to the fact that he pays protection 
money to AUGUST MANIAC 1 and handles bookmaking for AUGIE and is 
therefore protected by him. PCI stated that GENTXLX can and does 
furnish guns for criminal §ets. 

X. FRANK "CHICO" LA GALBO 

FRANK "CHICO" LA GALBO was formerly a member of the Milwaukee 
organization and now a member of the Chicago organization. 

LA GALBO is in bad standing with the Chicago outfit at the present 
time. LA GALBO got into trouble concerning the DI TRAPANI 
Harder and was kicked out of Milwaukee. He was on the Organiza- 
tion 5 s list to be killed but this has not been done as yet. 

J. AUGUST "GUS" CHIAVEROTTI 

AUGUST "GUS" CHIAVEROTTI, not a member of the organization, ) 

operates the Wisconsin Improvement Company and it is felt in 
the organization that he is a "stool pigeon." CHIAVEROTTI / 

formerly operated a tavern at Hales Corners with HAROLD KLEIN / 
and FRANK BALISTRIERI, where gambling ran rampant. CHIAVEROTTI/ 
has a useful purpose for the organization and for this reason 
he is allowed to carry on some gambling and bookmaking. v

DOMINIC FRINZI, attorney for the Milwaukee organization, is not 
believed to be a me mber. He works directly under JOHN ALIOT O

PHIL VALLEY was formerly in the Chicago organization and although 
now in Milwaukee and a fight promoter, VALLEY still is active 
in the organization and he furnishes JOHN ALIOTO with orders 
from the Chicago organization from time to time. 



C. JOE GAGLIANO 


JOE GAGLIANO, also known as JOE GAGG, is a gambler and also 
at times handles prostitutes. He is the uncle of NICK TARANTINO, 
who is presently serving a term at the State Reformatory at 
Green Bay. According to PCI, GAGLIANO is half in and half 
out of the organization. 
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IV. SPECIFIC. CASES 

A. Theft of 71 Bars of Lead from (KLobe 
Union Company Around 9/27/57

PCI was questioned concerning any knowledge of the above case. 

PCI stated that he has no knowledge of this theft and he does not 
believe that HAROLD KLEIN would have handled the lead inasmuch 
as lead is very cheap and KLEIN does not care to handle any 
metal excepting more expensive types.

C. Jewel Burglary of $70,000 in 

Jewelry, Watches and Money, 12/3/57,

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PCI was questioned in regard to this case, at. which time he 
advised that he had no definite information as to the burglars. 

He stated he is not acquainted with WALTER MISKE. He stated 
from the description furnished, "BLACKIE" WALTER BROCCA and 
JOHN AIELLO may have very possibly pulled this job. He pointed 
out that WALTER BROCCA has a 194-9 Buiek, dark green sedan. He 
stated that "BLACKIE" would pull such a job but would not have 
lunch with HAROLD KLEIN. He further advised that he does not 
believe MISKE * s story as it sounds phony $$. him. . He stated 
that any fence would not take jewelry from individuals whom he 
did not know and that if KLEIN had called MISKE to ask him if 
he would take the jewelry, MISKE would insist that KLEIN deliver 
it alone as he would not want the individuals who stole it 
to know his Identity. He also stated that two . Individuals 
bringing In a box of jewelry such as this to MISKE certainly 
would not have trusted him and come back later for the money. 

They would have demanded the money at that time. He advised 
that he would attempt to find out definitely who committed this 
crime In the near future. 

D. Burglary of Holiday House and 
Theft of $15,000 from Safe on 
New Year's Eve Several Years Ago

CHRISTIANO with JACK ENEA and that ENEA told him that DI CHRISTIAN© 
was head of the Italian organization in Madison at that time.

Columbia House on Cass Street in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. He 
advised that they will not allow anyone to be a member of the 
organization who has a criminal record as such an individual 
would draw attention t® the organisation and would put "heat" 
on it. He stated that any member of the organization can be 
called ©n at any time to handle any sort of criminal work for 
the organization and must do the Job ordered. He further advised 
that if you are a member of the organization in one town you may 
go to any city in the United States, contact members of the 
organisation in that city, and be protected. He stated that a 
member, when he goes to another city, must report to the organiza- 
tion there and must advise his local organization before he 
proceeds to the other city. He stated that there are also 
individuals known as "representatives" who are not actually 
members of the Italian. organization but who pay protection to a 
member of the organization, are' considered representatives, and 
receive protection through the Italian organization in any city 
they may go to. 

He advised that the Milwaukee organization, as well as all 
such organisations in Wisconsin, is under direct orders from 
the Italian organization in Chicago which is headed by TONY 
ACAHDO. He further advised that ACARDO attends the yearly 
meeting of the Milwaukee organization at the Casa Columbia House 
on Cass Street in Milwaukee. 


He stated that the organization is so powerful with local law 
enforcement agencies and district attorneys’ offices that they 
can protect members they so desire and can cause the prosecution 
of hoodlums they figure have outlived their usefulness. He 
stated that the Milwaukee organization has more contact with 
other Italian organizations west of Milwaukee, particularly in 
Los Angeles, San Diego, and San Francisco. California. One of 
their best contacts is a I 


I I the organization rnsro. — He stated that 

the head of the Milwaukee organization, JOHN ALIOTO, makes a 
trip every year to California and the West Coast to contact 
heads of the organization in those cities. He stated that 
if you are a member of the organization you stay as a member all 
your life unless you get arrested for some crime and are convicted, 
He advised that the Milwaukee organization is tied up with the 
national setup and that there are also Italian organizations in 
Racine, Kenosha, and Madison, Wisconsin, all of which are actually 
under the control of the Chicago organization.

However, JOHN ALIOTO had to be 
consulted first and he refused to approve ©f this and consequently 
the bond was not signed and PGI was held in jail. He stated 
that he believes this is because ALIOTO had decided that PGI

AUGUST MANIAC I is the operator of the Club Midnite, North Avenue, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. MANIAGI handles gambling and books horse 
race bets. He also has fences to dispose of stolen goods and 
occasionally "fingers" a burglary or robbery, for which service 
he receives compensation from the hoodlums after the job is 
pulled . 


D. VITO AIELLO 

VITO AIELLO is a member of the organisation and is a bartender 
at the Brass Rail. AIELLO has handled a great many jobs for the 
organization but has not been convicted on any of them. PCI 
advised that shortly before Christmas, ±951 > VITO called his 
father and inquired as to the address of PCI's wife in California,

According to PCI, LA GALBO got into trouble with the 
Milwaukee organization concerning the JOHN DI TRAPANI murder and 
was kicked out of Milwaukee by the organization. He is only 
allowed to come to Milwaukee for a visit during the daytime 
and for only one day at a time as the organization is afraid that 
he might kill JOHN ALIOTO. He has to get permission from the 
Milwaukee organization in order to come to Milwaukee. 



L. Dr. VITO GUARDALABENE 


Dr. VITO GUARDALABENE is a doctor in Milwaukee who is a member 
of the organization and is the doctor' for that organization in 
Milwaukee. .According to PCI, this doctor treats any injuries 
such as- gunshot wounds, etc,, suffered by individuals committing 
crimes for the organization. 

M. POP MANIACI 

POP MANIACI, operator of the Canadian Club, Milwaukee, is a 
member of the organization, father of AUGUST MANIACI. According 
to PCI, POP used to be the head of the organization in Milwaukee 
and was succeeded by JOHN ALIOTO when he became very old and 
retired from active work.

According to PCI, GHIAVEROTTI Is not 
a member of the organization but Is a representative inasmuch 
as he pays protection to FRANK BALISTRXERI and is engaged in 
booking racing bets, gambling and handling stolen goods. 

P. TONY MACCHX 

TONY MACCHX, operator of the Riviera Tavern, Milwaukee, is not a 
member but Is a representative of the Milwaukee organization and 
was under JOHN ALIOTO to whom he pays protection. MACCHI is 
one of the biggest race horse bookies and gamblers in the 
Milwaukee area. According to Informant, he can be seen at 
the boxing matches held In the Arena taking bets. Informant 
stated that he has borrowed money from TONY MACCHI from time to 
time and that when he requests a loan MACCHI then contacts JOHN 
ALIOTO and if the latter approves of the loan he tells TONY to 
make it . PCI stated that this means if he does not repay the 
loan to MACCHI he will be held accountable personally to JOHN 
ALIOTO.

CRIMINAL INFORMANT COVERAGE 


As has been observed previously, success of 
the Top Hoodlum Program depends largely upon the 
development and utilization of live informants. 

Complete criminal informant coverage of Top Hoodlum 
subjects is particularly desirable in view of the 
great notoriety most of them have received. This 
notoriety obviously makes more difficult the employ- 
ment of many standard investigative techniques. 

In order that each office will remain alert 
to the need and desirability of developing informant 
coverage on a continuing basis, the following in- 
structions are being issued: 

In each investigative report submitted by the 
office of origin on a Top Hoodlum subject, the criminal 
informants, including potentials under development, 
should be listed on the administrative pages under 
the caption "Criminal Informant Coverage." In addition 
to listing those informants and potentials already 
being utilized, you should set forth a short state- 
ment indicating further steps contemplated to increase 
coverage. This statement should include the names 
of additional persons under consideration for contact 
as potential criminal informants, their relation 
to the subject's activities, and the type of infor- 
mation that may be expected from them. 

These instructions apply to all Top Hoodlum 
subjects, including Top Ten Hoodlums.

Milwaukee’s Third Ward. He said he ran gambling in the back room 
of that tavern for a time and thus became acquainted with many 
of the members of the Italian element in downtown Milwaukee. 

KLEIN made it a point not to mention names during this conversation 
He said that he had learned to get along with the Italians and, 
although he was not accepted as one of them, he understood them 
and they understood him. He attributed this relationship to the 
fact that he ’’stood up to the Italians" when running gambling 
as stated above. Subject said that some Italians tried to 
"muscle" in on his gambling activities shortly after he commenced 
operations and they sent a representation around to tell him 
that he had to pay them or go out of business. KLEIN said that 
he ignored this and continued to operate. He said that he and 
a short Italian associate of bis were drinking at a bar on one 
occasion shortly after and were attacked by five hoodlums who 
knocked out Subject’s short companion and gave Subject a pretty 
fair beating, although he floored a couple of them in the 

process. KLEIN said that he had fought as an amateur and could 

handle himself pretty well, especially in view of the fact that 
he is 6*3” and at that time weighed about 200 lbs., and was in 
good physical condition. KLEIN said that the next day he got

As set forth above under the section entitled 
’’Surveillances, ’’ ADRIAN E. MATHIS was observed bringing a gun, 
which appeared to be an automatic weapon, into Subject’s office 
on February 21, 1958. Special Agents CLARE; E. LOVRIEN and 
RICHARD C. THOMPSON, having been immediately notified, proceeded to 
the Subject’s office at 1725 West Canal Street, to determine, 
if possible, the nature of the weapon involved and the purpose 
therefor. Inquiry was made at the Subject’s office relative 
to an appointment with the Subject and it was then observed that 
an automatic carbine of foreign manufacture was lying on the 
counter in Subject’s office. Inquiry disclosed it was the 
property of ADRIAN E. MATHIS, who stated that he was a gun 
collector and had two similar guns in the car outside. MATHIS 
readily agreed to exhibiting the three guns to officers of the 
Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Unit, U. S. Treasury Department, 
in the Federal Building, and he was accompanied there by 
Special Agents CLARK E. LOVRIEN and RICHARD C. THOMPSON. 


I I of the Alochol and Tobacco Tax Unit, after 

examining the weapons, stated that they had been sufficiently 
disabled by welding of the breach to pass his inspection and 
license for the weapons was, therefore, not re quired under Federal 
law. It was observed that MATHIS exhibited to| | a purported 

bill of sale for the weapons which disclosed that he had purchased 
- them from a firm that specializes in arms for collectors , the 
same being located in Los Angeles, California. 


During the contact with MATHIS relative to the aforementioned 
guns, the latter stated his home was at 4212 Taft Road, Kenosha, 
Wisconsin, but that he also owned a tavern at 4651 North Clark 
Street, Chicago, Illinois, where he exhibited guns behind the 
bar as a novelty to decorate the premises and attract customers. 
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MATHIS also stated that he came to Milwaukee to see the 
Subject because he was trying to collect $7000 which the Subject 
owed him due to the sale to MATHIS by Klein Lincoln-Mercury, 

Inc. of a 1956 Mark II Continental , which had already been 
mortgaged twice by Klein Lincoln-Mercury, Inc. MATHIS said 
that he was surprised to find one day that Commercial Credit, 
to whom Klein Lincoln-Mercury, Inc. had mort£.ged the car, 
repossessed the vehicle thus incurring . a loss to MATHIS' of 
approximately $7,000. MATHIS said that the Subject told him he 
would make good this loss as soon- as possible, but Subject had 
done nothing about it to date. MATHIS said that he had financed 
the Continental with General Finance, to whom he is now responsible 
for the amount of the loan. MATHIS further stated that he had known 
the Subject "for years." He said that; the Subject and his brothers 
had gone broke in the Klein Lincoln-Mercury Agency, but there 
was too much fraud to permit them to g© into bankruptcy. MATHIS 
said that the Subject’s brothers were responsible for the failure 
of Klein Lincoln-Mercury, Inc. 

MATHIS also stated that his chief occupation and source 
of income was his work as special representative for the Holland 
Furnace Company, Holland, Michigan. 

No further interview of MATHIS was conducted on February 
21, 1958, for fear of possible disclosure of the fixed surveillance 
through which it became known that MATHIS brought a gun into the 
Subject's office. MATHIS said that he brought the gun into 
Subject's office simply to exhibit it to Subject who, he thought, 
would like to see it. He said he had no idea of selling it to the 
Subject.

Observation of MATHIS on February 21, 1958, disclosed 
further that he is a man of medium build, weighing approximately 
160 lbs., with broad facial features and dark brown hair.

On March 21, 1958, when efforts were being made to 
have the Subject appear at the Milwaukee Office for fingerprinting 
and photographing in connection with another matter, the 
Subject advised SAs CLARK E. LOVRIEN and RICHARD C. THOMPSON 
he was aware that the FBI was surveilling about ten people in 
the Milwaukee area.
